It may be almost too much to expect that a “‘eure’’ has 
been found for tuberculosis. It’s hardly believable that in 
this county in more or less of a chanee fashion, there should 
be officially reported a new ‘‘ medical discovery’’. 

Persons suffering with tuberculosis are always inclined 
to be optimistic about prospects of their recovery and certain- 
ly those 11 persons in the Mentone rest home sincerely ex- 
press deep convictions ‘‘that it will be only a matter of time 
until they are permanently cured”’. 

We visited with them the other day We heard their 

stories of suffering, of despair, of the failure of any treat- 
ment or attention to give anything more than temporary im- 
provement. We visualized their physical conditions when 
they entered the rest home in April to undergo the ‘‘Hurl- 
bert”’ cure. Only five months ago most of them were so weak 
they were helpless. All of them had suffered for many years 
and were “‘hopeless’’ victims of the disease. 
"Now red blood darkens their skin, tests and examinations 
by physicians reveal the tuberculosis baceilli are being rap- 
idly removed from their systems, and the men and women 
are physically active and eager to resume normal living. 

At the insistence of C. E. Grier, the county supervisors 
appropriated funds to finance the ‘‘cure’’. Based on his 
own personal experience, Mr. Grier would have indeed fal- 
len short of his duty if he had not demanded that the eure 
be given a fair trial on others. Judging by Mr. Grier’s many 
activities now, one could hardly believe the prominent Up- 
lander was at death’s door last October because of the dis- 
ease. 

We believe there is something in the Hurlbert cure, a 
very simple method of treating a treacherous disease. 

Let’s watch for definite, permanent results in only a few 


more months.

Visual Edueation

The first 


documentary movie ever enacted by school 
children for their own course of study is to be shown be- 
| fore a world conference of educators in South Ameriea. 

High school students in a small Wisconsin town were 


the principal producers. The film, for which students de- 


signed props and costumes with historical accuracy, sketch- 
ing their motifs from the ethnological exhibits in the 
Wisconsin Public Museum, has been praised by edu- 


cators as “‘the first film to depict the life of a particular 
Indian tribe.’’ 





Here is a film, 45 minutes in length, made by students 
as a course of study. I regret that so far away from the 
center of the motion picture industry, schools are getting 
ahead of school§ that are only 45 miles from Hollywood. 
Our local schools have virtually ignored the opportunities 
of filming our own resources—citrus. 

How interesting would be a student full-length film 
showing the citrus industry from the romantic beginning 
when the first orange tree was planted in California. 
Classes in high school or junior coliege could work along 
these lines as part of their course of study. After a year’s 
work we would have a film everyone could be proud of. 
The film could be shown not only in our district and our 
own nation but also in other countries. 

An educational school-made film would do much to dis- 
pel misunderstanding caused by hurriedly written books 
lambasting California and her great citrus industry. 
| Eastern and middle west schools are very anxious to 

film various subjects, such as school plays and general stu- 

dent activities. California holds back, doing very little on 
the subject of visual education. 

The Chaffey district could lead the world in education- 
al films if she would get busy. The only way to make mo- 
tion pictures educational is for educational agencies to 

| make the pictures.

‘Mules That Pulled 
' Car Up Hill Balked 
When Going South 


Euclid avenue—the famous dou- | 
ble street extending from Ontario | 
to the foothills—is remembered by 
old-timers for the mule car which 
once operated from San Antonio 
|Heights to Ontario—a distance of 
seven miles. Car tracks were lo- 
cated in the center of what is now 
&@ grass-covered mall. 

The mules pulled the car going 
up-hill, but coming down the mules | 
were placed on a platform and | 
gravity formed the necessary pow- 
er for the southward journey. 

For many years transportation 
was furnished by the mule car. 
But in time the line was electri- 
fied, so the mules were sold. 

But the rancher who bought the 
team did not find them very satis- 
factory work animals. For the 
team would work only when it was 
headed north.
